There are. per- 
sons in northern New York who have 
been In the habit of keeping dairies 
tar years, and it is from the pages of 
one of these begun in 1810 that the 
following information regarding thb 
year without a summer was taken. 


"Janinrv was so mild that most 


persons allowed their fires to go out 
and did not burn wood except for 
cooking. 
IJost of the time the air 


was wr.rm.and spring like. 
Febru- 


ary was not cold. 
March from tha 


II to the 6th was windy but it went 
out like a very mild sheep. 


April came in warm, but as the- 


days grew longer the air became 


passed unanimously at the last coun- 
cil of the d'ocuso ol Fond du Lac. 


"Before a marriage is solemnized, 


the banns of matrimony In the words 
prescribed an the rubric at the be- 
ginning of the office for the Solemn-

banns, and especially so when It is 
considered, as the fact is, that mar- 
riage is the most important relation

El Centre, Cal., June 23.—The Im- 


perial valley from end to end Was 
rocked by a series of earthquake 
shocks at 8 p. m. last night, and the 
damage done will run Into the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. El Cen- 
tre, Calexico, Mexicalt, Heber and 
other smaller places report buildings 
destroyed.

Telegraphic communication betwaen 


El Centra and,Los Angeles was re- 
stored at 10:30.

property damage is heavy. Fire la 
Btlll raging. 


Holtville, about twenty miles east 


of El Centre, Is reported in flames. 


At the flrst tremble the occupants 


of the houses In every town to the 
valley rushed Into the streets; lights 
went out, and as one shake followed 
another the people remained in ap- 
prehensive groups in the center of the 
streets. 


In El Centro the police roped on 


the sidewalks, mounted armed guards 
to protect property from looters, and 
shunted all traffic off the streets. 


From reports received here, El Cen- 


tro was hardest hit. On either side 
of Main street are ruins of small 
brick buildings. Practically every dis- 
play window in town Is shattered. 
The new Barbara Worth hotel and the 
Masonic temple, the largest struc- 
tures are seriously damaged 
The 


wholesale building of the Delta Mer- 
cantile company was burned to the 
ground.

brief rest in New Hampshire the pres- 
ident announced that he had offered 
the post of secretary of state to Mr. 
Robert Lansing, the present counselor 
of department of state, and that Mr. 
Lansing bad accepted the appoint- 
ment " 


The news of Mr. Lansing's appoint- 


ment spread rapidly. Secretaries Gar- 
rison and Daniels went at once to his 
office. Secretary Tumult* telephoned 
congratulations from tite White House. 
Mr. Lansing, who Is a son-in-law of 
former Secretary of State John W. 
Foster, became counselor of tho state 
department on the retirement of John 
Basset Moore, and has been openly re- 
garded as Piesident Wilson's mainstay 
on questions of international law. 


Mr. Lansing's home is In Water- 


town, N. Y., and he is just past fifty 
years old Since 18S9 he has practiced 
law and began his first diplomatic

•was also present at these meetings, 
and BO far as is known Mr. Lansing's 
presence was a precedent. 


Note on the f'rye Is Topic. 


Washington, June 24.—Notes to b» 


gent to Germany on the sinking of the 
sailing ship William P. Frye and to 
Great Britain on interference with 
American comtnerce, the troubled sit- 
uation in Haiti and other foreign ques- 
tions were discussed by President Wil- 
eon with Secretary Lansing. 


The Frye note is practically ready 


and may go forward at any time. It 
will reiterate the previous objection of 
the United States to sending the case 
to a prize court. 


The note to Great Britain was 


further advanced at the conference.' 
Officials are much concerned over 
conditions in Haiti, where French ma- 
rines have been landed.

Lemberg was taken only after one 


of the most desperate battles of the 
war. Driven back to the last barriers 
a few miles west of the town, the Rus- 
sians fought furiously to check the 
triumphant sweep of the Teutonic 
allies.

icapped by lack of ammunition, they 
were forced back and 
finally suc- 


cumbed when (he second army began 
a terrific drive which swept the de- 
fenders off their feet. 


Retreat In Wild Disorder. 


Panic-stricken, the Russians retreat- 


ed from Lemberg in wild disorder. 
Frantic commands of the officers were 
disregarded, units were broken up, 
and tho entire army degenerated into 
a frenzied mob. Some of the soldiers 
seized artillery horses and rode madly 
away. Wagon trams blocked the roads. 
The army -was utterly demoralized. 
Thousands threw down their arms and 
surrendered. 


The capture of Lemberg is regarded 


as one of the most important victories 
of the \var. Controlling a network of 
railroads, it is of highest value to tho 
army holding It. 


But more Important, according to 


military experts, is that the victory 
not only signifies the end of Russian 
domination inGallcia, but it also points 
to a complete breakdown of the Rus- 
sian army as well. 


Next Stand Twenty Miles Back. 
The main Russian force r« all In the 


north and is now awaiting the enemy 
on all sides of Raua Ruslca. 


The Russians, it is believed here, 


will fall lack more than twenty miles 
and make their nexi stand near Busk, 
between the branches of the Bug and 
Styr rivers 


But the moral effect of the recap- 


ture of the city overshadows the mili- 
tary victory. It is considered of great- 
est importance, because of tha Balkan 
situation and the fighting against Italy 
and on the west front. 
The negotia- 


tions of the allies with Roumanla, Bul- 
garia and Greece still are unsettled, 
and, according to a dispatch from Ber- 
lin, it is exceedingly unlikely thai 
Roumanla will risk a war with Aus- 
tria once the German and Austrian 
forces throw the Russians out of Ga- 
licia. 


To Release Vast Forces. 


The driving of the Russians out of 


Gallcia is expected to release a large 
Austrian force for an attack against 
Italy as well as many Germans for tie 
•west front 


Celebrate Victory. 


Berlin, June 24.—News of the fall of 


Lemberg was received here with wild 
rejoicing. Church bells rang to cele- 
brate the triumph. Throngs filled the 
public squares and cheered for the 
German and Auatro-Hungarian armies, 
while bands played patriotic airs. 


Vienna is celebrating the recapture 


of Lemberg enthusiastically. Within a 
short time after the official announce- 
ment flags were flying from practically 
every housetop in the city. A public 
holiday was proclaimed by the muni- 
cipal authorities.

Independence." 


In fancy he even hears the popular acclaim 


of "That is just what we all say!" and "It is 
well worded, Mr Jefferson " Then the mind pic- 
tures the various delegates to congress hasten- 
ing forward, eager for the honor o£ fixing their 
signatures to a sheepskin document. 


The scene changes to the ringing of the great 


liberty bell, to the assembling of the people at 
Fhiladelplila who applauded the reading of this 
bill of rights and to the final closing of the day 
with every man, woman and child In Philadel- 
phia happy because he Is no longer a British 
subject, having become a free American In n 
single day 


Such a \ision pictures a heroic scene, but the 


true record of events does not affirm that these 
so-called happenings took_ place on that me- 
morable day. By blotting but the imperfect de- 
tails of the picture the Fourth of July ig m no 
way robbed of any of its glory. 


An authentic account of what transpired at 


that time changes the meaning of the Fourth of 
July from one day to about sixty In which tho 
whole history of our national liberty is told and 
the heroic heart-throbs of the sorely tried colo- 
nists are keenly felt. 


The day itself properly symbolizes the liberty 


for which the patriots of that time stood ready 
to sacrifice their lives In order to launch the 
United States as a national craft which s&ould 
be anchored by no weight of foreign despotism. 


It was a time of danger when brother, friend 


and neighbor became estranged by leason of 
political opinion 
Some colonists still loved the 


mother country with true English pndo, while 
others were 89 embittered by the injustice of the 
sovereign across the seas that they willingly 
gave their all to the cause of the people of the 
new land. 


During the latter part of 1774 George Wash- 


ington himself wrote that no thinking man 
among the colonists wanted to separate from 
England, and Franklin ridiculed the idea. 


During the early days of the revolution the 


bluecoats never dreamed of separating from the 
Beloved land of their ancestors. In fact, such a 
course would have been condemned by Ameri- 
cans themselves as treason. Jefferson declared 
that prior to April 19, 1775, he had heard no whis- 
per of the disposition of anyone to stand from 
under the governmental power of Great Britain. 


The Inevitable, however, came with the spring 


of 1776, when local assemblies began formal dte- 
cusslon regarding the liberty of colonists. These 
legislative bodies possessed but little power, but 
they did a great part in crystallizing the senti- 
ment for independence In many quarters and 
forcing those opposed to the idea to declare their 
Inimical attitude. 


The good work of these small legislative bodies 


was reflected and magnified as soon as the dele- 
gates were sent to the Continental congress. 
Then the spirit of liberty permeated the very at- 
mosphere of the national assembly and many an 
Individual received the courage to alisu himself 
with the new cause. 


If, June 7, 1776, there had been an "extra 


paper" to have--inform^ :ie public of the latest 
political news one might have read the flaring 
headlines "Richard Henry Lee of Virginia the 
Man of the Hour," for it was he who on that day 
started the Fourth of July. It was this south- 
erner who introduced the first declaration of In- 
dependence In congress declaring the American 
people free. 


Good Judgment dictated the caution of omit- 


ting John Adams' name from the minutes, as 
the second to that motion.'Tet the fact Is known 
today, when there Is no army of redcoats wait- 
ing to seize patriots as rebels. 


Too much praise cannot be gfven to the In- 


troduction i of Lee's resolution, yet It was to the 
credit of the Continental congress that action 
was not forced upon such an Important measure 
at that time. It could not have succeeded until 
all objections had been silenced, all fears of 
England',s success allayed, until all were con- 
scientiously convinced that the cause o£ liberty 
was just. It was Imperative that all should look. 
the Goddess of Liberty squarely In the face with 


devotion to follow where she should lead. 
As no agreement could be reached on June 7 


the resolution was laid over until the next day, 
when It was again postponed for consideration un- % 
til July 1. 


In order that the cause of liberty should not 


be retarded during this wait, congress at that 


time appointed a committee of five to prepare 
a declaration of Independence of the same pur- 
port as Lee's resolution, In the hope that the 
new doctrine would bo unanimously accepted 
when the matter should be again taken up In 
July. 


Policy demanded that a southerner should 


be chosen to write the declaration in order to 
increase the probability of Its unanimous adop- 
tion. Logically, Jefferson was the man to carry 
this work through, for the masterly style of his 
pen was well known. 
With such coworkers, 


though, it cannot be supposed that he alone was 
the author of the resolution, for the responsi- 
bility had been assigned to all five jointly, and 
the counsel and advice of all were necessary 


However, the credit of the phraseology is given 


to Jefferson,' while John Adams Is said to have 
given close attention to the revision and the 
amending of the resolution. The entire commit- 
tee helped perfect the documents by making it the 
subject of critical analysis 
In allowing the 


Declaration of Independence to be ready before 
its assembly on June 28 congress preceded its 
schedule. 


Satisfied that all were acquainted with its con- 


tents, the legislature then laid the bill on the 
table until it should come up for discussion by 
congress sitting as a committee of the whole 


By trial vote July 1 only nine colonies voted 


as favorable to the resolution. 


Final legislative action was therefore deferred 


until the next day. That, July 2, was probably 
the most memorable of all dates of our national 
history. During the stormy debate at that time 
the declaration 
was both attacked and com- 


mended. 


When the vote of the day was taken It was found 


that the declaration had been unanimously In- 
dorsed by all of the thirteen colonies 


The vote In favor of the declaration was not 


sufficient to make the adoption of the new reso- 
lution complete, for the next day congress sat as 
a committee of the whole to consider the bill. At 
that time slight alterations were made, certain 
clauses censuring England were omitted and 
others regarding slave trade were left out, while 
other amendments were added. 


On July 4' congress assembled again and Im- 


mediately resolved Itself Into a committee for the 
consideration of the Declaration of Independence. 


When John Hancock, as president of the con- 


gress, resumed the chair, Mr. Harrison, great- 
grandfather o^our former president of the United 
States, reported that his committee had agreed 
to the declaration, which they desired him to 
report. 


What followed this announcement Is largely a 


matter of surmise, despite the fact that the de- 
bate lasted all through the warm day, when dele- 
gates either talked or listened swathed In heavy, 
close-fitting stocks. 


If It had not been for a seemmgiy trivial Inci- 


dent the debates of that day might probably have 


labted over until Iho next, and so July 5 wouli 
hdie bocome the birthday instead of July 4. 


Toward evening iho discomfort of the as 


scmbly wus Incieased on account, of tho swarms 
of (lies which came fiom a nearby livery Blablr 
into the hall of legislature These pests were no 
audacious In assaults upon tho statesmen thn 
Jefferson said their annoyance helped bring the 
matter lo a conclusion, nnd Harrison n-porlec 
tho declaiation to congress as accepted, thoiigl 
in the minutes of that day the declaration was a 
fiist left out on acount of the vengeance of Eng 
landToday Independence hall, in the old state housi 
in Philadelphia, remains about as It was on thn 
July 4, and so as far as tho sotting ot tho stage 
the" drama is oomplete, but tho drama Itself Is 
left for us to supply. 


All that we have left ot the record of tha 


memorable day Is the text of the Declaration o 
Independence, and as that represents what nl 
brave American colonists wore ready to lay dowi 
their lives for and what should bo handed dowi 
to us and guarded as courageously as It had 
been won, the Fourth of July has amply served 
its purpose and deserved Its ono monument 
"The Spirit ot Liberty for All." 


Whether or not tho Declaration of Indo 


pendence was signed on July 4, 1776, by any bu 
Hancock, as president of the Continental con 
gross and Thompson, as secretary, is a matter 
of doubt, for the journal entry records "signed 
by order of and in behalf of congress." 
Jeffer 


son himself made conflicting statements regard 
ing this question. 
' 
Some contend that the delegates mot informal 


ly on the morning ot July 5 and signed the docu 
ment. Whether or not the signatures were at 
fixed on July 4, congress' act was official on tha 
day that Jefferson's Declaration of Independence 
was declared acceptable to every colony. And so 
f it resolved that copies should be sent throughout 


the new-formed republic. 


The general assemblies, conventions, councils 


committees of safety and the commanding offlcen 
of the Continental army had to bo Informed o; 
the Independence of the United States. These 
copies were signed by Hancock and Thompson 
The Congressional Record of July 19 shows that 
a resolution was Introduced in the national as 
sembly to the effect that the declaration should 
be engrossed on parchment and presented for tho 
signature of every member on August 2. 


This fact, therefore, serves as authority that 


the parchment copy signed on that day in August, 
after It had been compared with the fair copy 
and the latter destroyed, is the copy of the Dec- 
laration of Independence which was considered 
for so many years the original draft of the great 
bill of rights of the American people. It Is said 
that even this signing was entered into with "fear 
and trembling."' 


Satisfied that the signed parchment was a 


lasting evidence of the birth of the new nation, 
congress took no further official action regarding 
the instruments Itself until January, 1777. 


By that time the new republic began to feel Its 


strength, and congress decided to promulgate 
the names of the signers ot the Declaration of In- 
dependence by ordering that printed copies of the 
document should be made, with the names of the 
signers added. 


Mary Katharine Goddard, a woman who car- 


ried on the printing business on Broadside, Bal- 
timore, probably never heard of woman's rights, 
yet It so happened that It became her right to 
print these copies of the American bill of rights. 


From these copies numerous others were soon 


made, until before long every home boasted at 
least one copy of the original document which 
gave life to our republic.

ROM much that historians have 
written 
about 
tha Fourth of 


July. 1776, an erroneous idea ot 
the happenings of that great day 
has become a common heritage of, 
the people of our land. Many an 
American considers it a part'of 
a patriotic duty to muse upon the 


imaginative picture entitled "The First Fourth 
of July." which some historical writer has painted 
upon his vision. 
In fancy he sees Independence hall in Phila- 


delphia and the Continental congress with its 
ruffled shirts, long cloth coats, knee pants, silk 
stockings and low shoes sitting with dignity, but 
listening spellbound to a wonderfully strange and 
entirely new document called "The Declaration of 
Independence." 
In fancy he even hears the popular acclaim 


ot "That is just what we all say!" and "It-Is 
well worded, Mr. Jefferson." Then the mind pic- 
tures the various delegates to congress hasten- 
ing forward, eager for the honor of fixing their 
signatures to a sheepskin document. 


The scene changes to the ringing of the great 


liberty bell, to the assembling of the people at 
Philadelphia who applauded the reading of this 
bill of rights and to the final closing of the day 
with every man, woman and child in Philadel- 
phia happy because he is no longer a British 
subject, having become a free American in :i 
single day. 


Such a vision pictures a heroic scene: but the 


true record of events does not affirm that these 
so-called happenings 
took^ place on 
that me- 


morable day. By blotting out the imperfect de- 
tails of the picture the Fourth of July is in no 
way robbed of any of its glory. 


An authentic account of what transpired. at 


that time changes the meaning of the Fourth of 
July from one day to about sixty in which the 
whole history of our national liberty Is told and 
tbe heroic heart-throbs of the sorely tried colo- 
nists are keenly felt. 


The day itself properly symbolizes the liberty 


tor which the patriots of that time stood ready 
to sacrifice their lives In order to launch the 
United States as a national craft which should 
be anchored by no weight of foreign despotism. 


It was a time of danger when brother, friend 


and neighbor became estranged by reason of 
political opinion. Some colonists still loved the 
mother country with true' English pride, while 
others were 59 embittered by the injustice of the 
sovereign across the seas that they willingly 
gave their all to the cause of the people of the 
new land. 
During the latter part of 1774 George Wash- 


ington himself wrote that no thinking man 
among the colonists wanted to separate from 
England, and Franklin ridiculed the Idea. 


During the early days of the revolution the 


bluecoats never dreamed of separating from the 
Beloved land of their ancestors. In fact, such a 
course would have been condemned by Ameri- 
cans themselves as treason. 
Jefferson declared 


that prior to April 19, 1775, he had heard no whis- 
per of the disposition of anyone to stand from 
under the governmental power of Great Britain. 


The inevitable, however, came with the spring 


of 1776, when local assemblies began formal dis- 
cussion regarding the liberty of colonists. These 
legislative bodies possessed but little power, but 
they did a great part in crystallizing the senti- 
ment for Independence in many quarters and 
forcing those opposed to the idea to declare their 
Inimical attitude. 


The good work of these small legislative bodies 


was reflected and magnified as soon as the dele- 
gates were sent to the Continental congress. 
Then the spirit of liberty permeated the very at- 
mosphere of the national assembly and many an 
individual received the courage to align himself 
with the new cause. 


If, June 7, 1776, there had been an "extra 


paper" to have'Inform^ iSe public of the latest 
political news one might have read the flaring 
headlines "Richard Henry Lee of Virginia the 
Man of the Hour," for it was he who on that day 
started the Fourth of July. It was this south- 
erner who introduced the first declaration of in- 
dependence in congress declaring the American 
people free. 


Good judgment dictated the caution of omit- 


ting John Adams' name from the minutes, as 
the second to that motion,"yet the fact Is known 
today, when there is no army of redcoats wait- 
ing to seize patriots as rebels. 


Too much praise cannot be given to the in- 


troduction i of Lee's resolution, yet it was to the 
credit of the Continental congress that action 
was not forced upon such an important measure 
at that time. It could not have succeeded until 
all objections had been silenced, all fears of 
England's success allayed, until all were con- 
scientiously convinced that the cause of liberty 
was Just. It was imperative that all should look, 
the Goddess of Liberty squarely in the face with 
a devotion to follow where she should lead. 


As no agreement could be reached on June 7 


the resolution was laid over until the next day. 
when it was again postponed for consideration un- x 
til July 1. 
In order that the cause of liberty should not 


be retarded during this wait, congress at that 
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time appointed a committee of five to prepare 
a declaration of independence of the same pur- 
port as Lee's resolution, in the hope that the 
new doctrine would 
be 
unanimously accepted 


when the matter should be again taken up In 
July. 
Policy demanded that a southerner 
should 


be chosen to write the declaration In order to 
increase the probability of its unanimous adop- 
tion. 
Logically, Jefferson was the man to carry 


this work through, for the masterly style of his 
pen was well known. 
With such 
coworkers, 


though. It cannot be supposed that he alone was 
the author of the resolution; for the responsi- 
bility had been assigned to all flve jointly, and 
the counsel and advice of all were necessary. 


However, the credit of the phraseology is given 


to Jefferson, • while John Adams is said to have 
given close attention to the revision and the 
amending of the resolution. The entire commit- 
tee helped perfect the documents by making it the 
Hubject of critical analysis. 
In allowing the 


Declaration of Independence to be ready before 
its assembly on June 28 congress preceded its 
schedule. 
Satisfied that all were acquainted with its con- 


tents, the legislature then laid the bill on the 
table until it should come up for discussion by 
congress sitting as a committee of the whole. 


By trial vote July 1 only nine colonies voted 


as favorable to the resolution. 


Final legislative action was therefore deferred 


until the next day. That. July 2. was probably 
the most memorable of all dates of our national 
history. During the stormy debate at that time 
the declaration was both attacked and com- 
mended. 
When the vote of the day was taken it was found 


that the declaration had been unanimously In- 
dorsed by all of the thirteen colonies. 


The vote In favor of the declaration was not 


sufficient to make the adoption of the new reso- 
lution complete, for the next day congress eat as 
a committee of the whole to consider the bill. At 
that time slight alterations were made, certain 
clauses censuring England were omitted and 
others regarding- slave trade were left out. while 
other amendments were added. 


On July 4 congress assembled again and Im- 


mediately resolved itself into a committee for the 
consideration of the Declaration of Independence. 


When John Hancock, as president of the con- 


gress, resumed the chair, Mr. Harrison, great- 
grandfather of our former president of the United 
States, reported that his committee had agreed 
to the declaration, which thej- desired him to 
report. 
What followed this announcement Is largely a 


matter of surmise, despite the fact that the de- 
bate lasted all through the warm day, when dele- 
gates either talked or listened swathed in heavy, 
close-fitting stocks. 


If it had not been for a seemingly trivial Inci- 


dent the debates of that day might probably have 
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"Tho Snirlt of Liberty for All."

Whether or not the BlgnaturcH.*«« of- 


fixed on July 4. congress' act was official on th.it 
day thaV Jefferson's Declaration of Indopendenco 
was declared acceptable to every colony 
And so 
-it resolved that copies should bo sent throughout 


the new-formed republic. 
The general assemblies, convention, councils, 


committees of safety and the commanding office™ 
of the Continental army had to b« informed of 
the independence of the United States. These 
copies were signed by Hancock and Thompson 
The Congressional Record of July 19 shows that 
a resolution was Introduced In tho national as- 
sembly to the effect that the declaration should 
be engrossed on parchment and presented for the 
signature of every member on August 2. 


This fact therefore, serves as authority that 


the parchment copy signed on that day In August, 
after It had been compared with the fair copy 
and the latter destroyed, Is the copy of the Dec- 
laration of Independence which was considered 
for so many years the original draft of the great 
bill of rights of the American people. It Is eaid 
that even this Boning was entered Into with ' fear 
and trembling." 


Satisfied that the signed parchment was a 


lasting evidence of the birth of the new nation, 
congress took no further official action regarding 
the instruments Itself until January, 1777. 


By that time the new republic began to feel itu 


strength, and congress decided to promulgate 
the names of the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence by ordering that printed copies of tho 
document should be made, with the names of the 
signers added. 


Mary Katharine Goddard, a woman who car- 


ried on the printing business on Broadside. Bal- 
timore, probably never heard of woman's rights, 
yet it 'so happened that It became her right to 
print these copies of the American bill of rights. 


From these copies nameroaB others were soon 


made, until before long every home boasted at 
least'one copy of the original document which 
gave life to onr republic.

How to Use Flaming Fruits With loo 


Creams and Cold Puddings- 


Burning frulte. or, literally, naming 


fruits (des failles tlarnbes), asnuacces. 
Bory tu Ice cream or cold puddings uro 
a French novelty which American host, 
esses are adopting. 
There Is some- 


thing just a little diirlng'in the process, 
which appeals to many women, and by 
preparing the 
brnnclled fruit 
in a 


small dialing dish at table it is pos- 
sible to introduce an interesting fea- 
ture just at the close of the meal. 


Any of the seasonable small fruits, 


such ns red raspberries or cherries, nro 
suited to this use, and larger fruits, 
peaches, plums, pears and apricots, cut 
In medium sized bits may be used in 
the sume way. The fruit Is covered 
with equal parts of brandy and kirsch, 
the lamp of the chaflng dish lighted 
uiul the mixture stirred gently as U 
cooks, sugar being sprinkled In from 
time to time. When hot apply a match 
to the liquor and have the dish passed 
wliile the contents are flaming. It will 
bu found that the hot sauce does not 
melt the fro/.en pineapple shell at tho 
last moment. The shell of a largi- 
grapefruit holds sufficient for two por- 
tions, and the burning fruit sauce Is so 
served at a restaurant noted for ita 
French novelties of service. 


When the burning fruit is to be 


served at a dinner party it is a pretty 
ideii to have the mold of ice cream 
placed on a hirgc platter with Individ- 
ual sponge cakes at intervals nil n bor. 
der. 
By previously removing the in- 


side of'the little cakes there will be 
sufficient room for a generous portion 
of the brandied fruit, which should be 
flaming when brought into the 'dining 
room.

When It is 
thoroughly dry you will find that it is 
In its natural shape, with pockets, cuffs 
nnd sleeves in perfect proportion,

At the present time ewes can be pur- 


chased ut prices ranging from $3 each 
for the common Int'eiior sorb to $7 for 
hilrly well bred nnlumls. A good ram 
is. of course, more expensive, but it 
never pays to use uiiy but purely bred 
and strong, vigorous bucks. For farm 
purposes a Shropshire, Soutudortii or 
Hampshire nun ib recommended.

It is well to have the lambs 


come 1'iii'ly, nnd they should be taught 
to rut as soon us they cau do so. They

I'onvi'tiieiit method Is to provide u 
creep, through which the lambs may 
lilies, but which will halt tbe ewes 


In establishing his flofk the farmer 


should be careful to avoid tbe purcu.iso 
if uiiy ewes with a "broken mouth"- 
litit Is, with teeth that have been tiro- 
ten off or lost. Ordinarily u sheep one 
•ear old lias one pair of permanent in- 
isor teeth. At two years of age It lias 
wo pairs, at three years three pairs 
md at three uud one-half to four years 
four pairs or a full mouth. If the teeth 
ire In good condition a full mouthed 
ewe will bleed satisfactorily, although 
,lie may be five years old. In buying 
ewes care should also be taken to se- 


ct those that stand well on their feet 


md li.ive good straight backs. Black 
faced animals are the most popular on 
the farm, but good results are often 
obtained from white faced ones. 


The two great difficulties that con 


front the sheep tulser on a small scale 
are dogs and stomach worms. An in- 
expensive form of Inclosure has been 
designed by the United States forest 
service for use in the west in piotect 


; sheep from coyotes arid wolves 


and this will be found equally usefu 
on the Enrin. 
Such an luclosure con 


sists first of all of a barbed wire 
stretched flat along the surface of the 
ground from post to post. Three Inch 
es above this a panel of close woven 
wire thirty-six inches high should he 
placed, and above this again t 
strands of oidluary barbed wire. It Is 
important to see that there are no 
openings left between the gtound am 
the bottom strand of wire. Into this 
Inclosure the sheep may be turned a 


;ht without fear of raids by dogs 


Since most of the damage from dogs Is 
done at night this Inclosure, which Is 
inexpensive uud easy to make, shoult 
provide ample protection. 


Stomach worms are u more dlfficul 


problem. The eggs of these worms are 
deposited by mature sheep, and th 
worms when hatched attach them 
selves to grass which the young lambs 
eat. It Is, therefore, desirable to keep 
young lambs as much as possible away 
from the mature sheep and to let them 
run on land which has not been pas 
tured by the ewes. 


With these simple precautions there 


Is every reason why small farm flock 
should prove a satisfactory Investment

A Turkish girl 
makes all the kibitka or tents, domestic 
carpets and other household requisites 
belore she !s married. 
If she gets 


married without completing this task 
It is expected that she will by her own 
labor refund the money which her 
paients ba\e siren her as her dowry. 


•Vllliam III. He was of course well- 
mown to me by sight, for the Inci- 
dent I speak of took place at a time 
when 1 was attached to the staff of 
he foreign office In Paris, and when, 
as you may have heard, there was 
ome talk of making me deputy and 
minister. 


"Dut I preferred a diplomatic career 


o a parliamentary ono, and 1 do not 
egret my decision. In a country like 
France, which is ruled over by the 
ourgeolsle, 
politics reduces 
Itself 


o a terribly prosaic level. I can only 
find tho romance for which my dis- 
position craves in the courts of those 
lountries where the will of a monarch 
itlll counts for much, and where the 
course of the greatest events may be 
decided by a nod given at the right 
moment, or by a sentence whispered 
n the intervals of a waltz. 


Though I never before had any in- 


ercourse with 'Prince Citron,' I was 
amiliar with the stories in circula- 
lon about him. It was generally be- 
leved that his residence in Paris was 
not altogether voluntary—that, in fact, 
10 had been compelled to leave the 
lague In consequence of some ter- 
rible misunderstanding with hla father; 
ind there were those who asserted 
hat the old king of the Netherlands 
lad sworn that his son should never 
etuni so long as he himself was alive. 
But, though there were a hundred dlf- 
'erent versions of the cause of this ex- 
le, the truth of the matter had re- 
pained a secret from every one, and 


ii in his most reckless, moments 


no allusion to it ever passed the lips 
of the prince 


"In the meantime, the manner of 


ils life since he had come to reside in 
'aria was unhappily only too well as- 
certained 
From the moment of quit- 


ing his ow n country ho seemed to have 
cast aside all restraint, and abandoned 
himself to all kinds of excesses, with- 
out even attempting to keep up that 
outward decorum which is the moral- 
ty of princes 


"There were few crimes which had 


not been laid to the chaise ot this 
degenerate scion of the house of Or- 
ange, who appeared to take a delight 
n outraging public opinion The, worst 
things winch were said about him it 
ffould be impossible for me to repeat, 
and I firmly believe they were un- 
'ounded; but enough was known or 
suspected to make his friendship con- 
*dered a doubtful honor; nnd, in 
short, but for his exalted rank, the 
doors of society would have been long 
ago shut in his face. 


"Such was this miserable being, on 


whom, nevertheless, the eyes of Euro- 
pean statesmen had long been anxious- 
ly fixed, and whose life, b> a strange 
turn of events, had become of the 
greatest \alue to France. 
If you 


will cast your eye over the map of 
Europe jou 
will perceive, nestling 


between the frontiers of France, Ger 
many and Belgium, the little state of 
Luxemburg. 
At the time of which I 


speak, Luxemburg was united to the 
Dutch kingdom by a similar tie to that 
which formerly connected Hanover 
with Great Britain; that is to say, 
William 111 of the Netherlands was 
also Grand Duke of Luxemburg. 


"As in your case, however, the laws 


regulating the succession ^ete differ- 
ent in the two countries In Holland the 
crown was capable of being inherited 
by a female In the absence of direct 
male heirs, whereas In Luxemburg 
the Salic constitution prevailed, under 
which no female can ever inherit. Con- 
sequently when William III died with- 
out leaving a son, the Grand Duchy 
was separated from the Netherlands 
just as Hanovar became separated 
from your country on the accession 
of Queen Victoria. King William left 
a daughter who Inherited the Dutch 
crown, 
while 
Luxemburg 
passed 


to the house of Nassau. But at this 
time there was a prospect of the union 
of the two territories being maintained 
in the person of the young prince who 
had so strangely come beneath my 
roof. France was interested in this 
question, because it was feared that 
if Luxemburg passed from under the 
sway of a Dutch toonarch, it would 
fall Into the system of the German 
Empire, to which it had formerly be 
longed, and thus Increase the power 
of our relentless enemies. The Qer 
man government on its side earnestly 
desired: this event, which has since 
come to pass. You will now compre- 
hend what Important Interest cen 
tered in the life of 'Prince Citron, 
tftis disreputable waif of the boule 
vards. 


"You 
will acquit me, I feel certain 


of any intention to profit by the acci 
dent which had caused me to become 
the protector of the«prlnce. So little 
did I expect that I was about to be- 
come the possessor of a secret suffl 
cient to have lighted the flames of 
war, that I was merely waiting til 
my guest had sufficiently recovered to 
offer him my escort to his own resl 
dence.

"'Who are you?' he asked, with re- 


serve. 


"I explained to him, dwelling on 


my connection with the Qua! d'Orsay, 
n order to Inspire him with confi- 
once. I ueut on to add: 
" 'Accident caused me to come up 


at the moment that your Royal High- 


ebs was overcome by illness on the. 
joulevard, and I took the liberty of 
jringing jou to my apartment to re- 
cover, as I had not the honor to know 
'our address.' 


"He sat up on the couch, and thrust 


his disordered hair 
back from his 


orehead, while he retorted morosely: 


"'1 was not 111; I was—well, hardly 


myself 
You found me lying on the 


steps of the church, surrounded by 
.hose horrible women.' 


"And 
he groaned afresh at the recol- 


ection. 
" 'It Is not for me to contradict your 


Highness,' I responded mildly; 'but 
should there ever be a question raised 
as to this affair—which I do not anti- 
cipate—I shall adhere to my opinion 
all the same.' 


"As I said this I observed a milder 


ixpresslon coming over his features. 
lie gave me a wistful, questioning 
,ook which went to my heart. 


" 'Why do you treat me like this?' 


le asked, speaking less abruptly. 'You 
mow what I am—an outcast for whom 
no one pretends to feel respect.' 


" 'Pardon me,' I returned, 'the race 


you represent, and the exalted destiny 
to which you have been born, must 
always command respect Concerning 
your private life, I have not presumed 
to form an opinion; but I am not so 
gnorant as not to perceive that the 
jeneflts conferred on nations by per- 
sonages of your rank, and tho peculiar 
temptations which assail them, enable 
them to claim Justly a certain tolera- 
tion which Is not extended to every- 
3ody.' 


I had long suspected the ambassa- 


dor of being but a lukewarm adherent 
to the Republican regime in his coun- 
try, for I had observed in him a tone 
of old-world reverence in speaking 
of the members of royal houses. 


At this open display ot royalist 


sentiment, I could not forbear Inquir- 
ing: 


"But surely, M. I'Ambafisadeur, I 


" '0£ my father—as I suppose I must 


continue to call him—King William, 
it Is difficult for me to speak without 
appearing to give way to resentment. 
As a patriot and a sovereign the in- 
dependence of the Netherlands is the 
thing dearest to his heart, and hence 
the strength of that hatred with which

" 'The Germans covet the wealth 


of our people, our flourishing seaports, 
and our fine mercantile marine. Above 
all, they have cast hungry eyes upon 
our magnificent colonies in the East 
Indies. •- In short, the rulers of that 
empire have fully made up their minds 
to annex the Netherlands at the first 
opportunity, and only the influence of 
France and England restrains them 
from carrying out their intention, and 
reducing us to tha condition of Schles- 
wig and Alsace. 


" 'The knowledge of these unscrup- 


ulous designs, which were not too 
well concealed by Von Bismarck, 
caused the greatest indignation to 
King William, who was In conse- 
quence especially anxious that Lux- 
emburg should not fall into German 
hands. 


" 'I cannot fix the period at which 


1 first became aware that, between my 
father and myself, there was none of 
that familiar affection which ought to 
prevail between child and parent. This 
melancholy 
knowledge must 
have 


grown within me. 
Children do not 


analyze their sensations, but they are 
quick to perceive coldness and neglect, 
and they suffer in silence. It was with 
a singular bitterness that I used to 
listen to my Instructors when they 
sought to inculcate in me the duty of 
filial affection. 
How often have I 


yearned as a child to lavish proofs 
of my regard on that proud and im- 
penetrable nature, and how often have 
I felt myself silently thrust back, and 
retired to my own apartments to weep 
In solitude. 


" 'At that age, you will admit, I 


could have done nothing to forfeit a 
father's love. Then, at all events, I 
had not been guilty of those follies 
and crimes which have since made my 
name a byword, and dragged me down

am right, am I not, in supposing you 
to be a Republican?" 


His Excellency drew himself up, 


frowning, and replied with some form- 
ality: 


"You 
are right In supposing me to 


cherish feelings of loyalty towards 
those institutions which the French 
people has adopted, and which are 
suited to Its genius. But I am not 
a fanatic; and it appears to me that 
there are many nations which depend 
for their prosperity upon the monarch- 
ical system. 
But all this Is beside 


the mark. In what I said to Alexander, 
It was simply my object to set him 
at his ease, and If you will reflect, 
you will see that I could not have 
spoken otherwise than as I did." 


I felt that I had been let off lightly, 


and allowed him to proceed without 
further Interruption. 


"Not to weary you. w'th-the details 


of our conversation, I succeeded more 
quickly than I could have hoped In 
winning the regard of my guest, and 
convincing him that I was sincere In 
my desire to serve him. But when I 
ventured to allude to the value which 
his life possessed for France, I was 
astonished to see a bitter smile cross 
his lips, and he mate an impatient 
gesture which checked any words.

If you feel enough interest 
in me to care to hear the secret of 
my miserable career, I should like to 
tell to you that story which 1 have 
never yet confided to a single crea- 
ture. I merely ask that what I am 
about to say W> you shall not be re- 
peated so long as my father and I are 
alive.' 


"I hastened to give the required 


assurances, which Alexander received 
with melancholy indifference. 


" 'From your official connections,' 


he began, 'you are no doubt aware of 
the -state of things as regards the 
Luxemburg succession.' 


" 'Certainly, M. le Prince,' I replied. 


to the depth which you have wit- 
nessed.' 


"As he spoke these words the young 


man cast at me an appealing look, 
and I asked you to believe that I was 
not unmoved. 
Yet I -was still far 


frorr anticipating to what this pitiful 
relation tended. 


" 'As I grew older,' proceeded Alex- 


ander, 'I ceased to torment myself with 
the vain Idea of conquering my father's 
regard. As a result, I became Indiffer- 
ent to his good opinion, and finally 
embittered against him and against 
my circumstances. I cursed the evil 
fortune which had separated me from 
the common lot of^my- fellow crea- 
tures, and while crushing me with 
the pomp and state of royalty, had 
deprived me of far more precious 
possessions. It was not long before 
the restraints imposed upon me by 
my high rank galled me to an unbear- 
able degree. 


" 'It became my favorite resource 


to elude the watchfulness of my at- 
tendants, to quit th« palace In dis- 
guise, and to seek adventures in the 
streets of the Hague, or on the beach 
of Schevenlngen. At such moments 
I could forget that I was a prince, 
and revel In the freedom which is 
so dear to boys. 


" 'When the news of these escapades 


reached the king, his frigid demeanor 
towards me was exchanged for anger. 
He reproached me in bitter terms for 
what he called my low and unprincely 
tastes, and ordered my governor to 
maintain over me a guard more suited 
to a prisoner than a youth of royal 
blood. This governor, faithful to his 
instructions, was never tired of lectur- 
ing me on the duties of my station 
and remonstrating with me on my un- 
worthy Inclinations. 


" 'The only result of this was to 


confirm me in my own bent. 
The 


Bohemian instinct was top strongly 
planted In my nature for them to root 
it out. I loathed the strictness of 
court life more and more, and as soon 
as I felt myself old enough, I deflec 
the restraints which had been imposec 
on me, and sought companions out- 
side the palace. Many of these were 
in a humble class of life, ypung artists 
struggling journalists, and even sailors 
and fishermen, withiall of whom I frat- 
ernized, and in whose society I loungec 
away the hours In taverns, or made 
long excursions by land and sea. You 
are perhaps aware that I hold the rank 


of captain In the Dutch navy, the only 
distinction which I prize.' 


'I listened to this confession with 


amazement, merely bowing from time 
to time to show that I comprehended 
%vhat my companion was saying. That 
the prince had indulged in bad habits 
I was well aware, but that he should 
lave stooped to the society of persons 
so much his inferiors, came to me 
as a shock, 
t fancied he observed 


my consternation, for he remarked: 


" 'You see I conceal nothing from 


you, M. le Baron 
1 rely on your kind 


iieart, when you have heard me to the 
end, to extend to me what sympathy 
you can. From my father I received 
none. His anger was redoubled, on 
the contrary. He sent for me time after 
time, told me I was disgracing my 
rank, and asked me whether I should 
prefer the station of a peasant to that 
of a prince. 


" 'On one occasion, stung by these 


taunts, I boldly answered that I should, 
since In that case I might have a 
father who cared for me. 
I was 


startled by the effect which this re- 
poach produced on him. He turned 
pale, stammered out some unintelligi- 
ble words, and then signed to me to 
leave him alone, 


" 'This state of things could not 


last. Why should I seek to excuse my- 
self? Neglected by those who ought 
to have watched over my childhood, 
outraged in the tenderest part of my 
nature, I will admit to you that I did 
become hardened and depraved. 
I 


took to play, and plunged heavily into 
debt; I drank, and In short I indulged 
in dissipations which speedily became 
a public scandal. 


" 'One day affairs came to a crisis 


The king had sent for me to confront 
me with the claims of certain credi- 
tors who had sent In their accounts 
to him, and insolently demanded pay- 
ment. 
I was not in the palace; a 


search was made for me, and they 
discovered me In the parlor of a tavern 
In a disreputable quarter of the city 
I was even slightly intoxicated, and 
in this state they brought me before 
William HI, one of tlie most decorous 
of men 


" 'His language quickly restored me 


to my senses. 
As soon as we were 


alone together, he used to me expres- 
sions so degrading that I exclaimed 
indignantly. 


" ' "Remember, sire, that I am of the 


race of Orange equally with yourself." 


You are nothing of the sort!" 


he retoited fiercely, and then suddenly 
checked himself, and trembled all over 
like a man who has just committed 
a desperate deed, and realizes the 
consequences when it is too late 


"'It would be idle to describe the 


shock which was caused to me by 
these words. As soon as I could col- 
lect myself sufficiently to speak. I in- 
sisted on an explanation. Whether lie 
saw that he had gone too far to draw 
back, or whether he hoped that the 
knowledge of the truth would work a 
change in my future conduct, he gave 
way, 
and revealed to me the terrible 


secret which has blasted my life' 


"This secret," continued the ambas- 


sador after a moment's pause, "which 
I learned on that night from the lips 
ot 'Prince Citron,' I have never com- 
municated to a human being. Though 
the death of William III many years 
ago released me from my pledge, I 
have felt that It was too grave a mat- 
ter to be spread 
abroad. 
There 


can be no longer any object in giving 
you the prince's own words; I will 
therefore briefly tell you the facts as 
I ascertained them from him at this 
time At a subsequent period I was at 
the court of the Hague, which was 
then thrown into profound excitement 
over the celebrated affair of the Ruby 
of Bhurani—a story which you must 
ask me to relate to you at another 
time.

It was 
in the year 1851 that the people of the 
Netherlands were agitated by the In- 
telligence that Queen Sophia, who had 
been married to William III for twelve 
yeara, was about to give birth to a 
child. It was felt that if this child 
should prove to be 'a. boy, the long- 
vexed question of Luxemburg would 
be set at rest, and hence the anxiety 
which prevailed. 


"The king himself, as you will gather 


from what 1 have already repeated, 
was not less concerned than his sub- 
jects. In short, the queen's bedside 
became th center of the most terrible 
suspense. The king could hardly be 
Induced to leave her for a moment, 
the chief physician of the court took 
up his residence In the palace, and 
the prime minister was constantly In 
attendance. 


"In spite of every precaution, how- 


ever, the birth took: place prematurely 
at an unexpected moment, when only 
the physician and a slng'le nurse were 
present in the royal chamber. The 
doctor, a man of great resolution, In- 
stantly dispatched the woman to In1 
form the king that he was a father, 
and to request him to come immediate- 
ly to the spot. 


"His Majesty, who was in an ad 


joining room, hastily obeyed the sum1 
mons, and the physician, shutting 
the nurse Into another apartment, 
broke to him the fearful intelligence 
that the child just born was of the 
feminine sex, while, owing to the un 
happy circumstances of the case. It 
was impossible that the queen could 
ever again become a mother. 


"The 
dilemma in which William 


in now found himself was Indeed a 
desperate one. This girl, ,his only 
child, must clearly succeed to the 
throne of the Netherlands. As clearly, 
she could never occupy that of Luxem- 
burg. In order to secure the Grand 
Duchy it was necessary that King 
William III should have a son; the 
possibility of his having one had now 
practically disappeared. 


"In his extremity the unfortunate 


king even sounded the physician as to 
the prospect of life for his queen, 
to whom he was much attached. But 
the reply was to the effect that her 
majesty would certainly recover, and 
might very likely outlive her husband 
The nextjdea that presented itself 
to him was to declare the new-born 
child a.boy, and to bring her up in 


that character. 
But the physician 


pointed out that such a course be- 
side being fraught with peril, would 
only put off the evil day for another 
generation, as marriage and offspring 
would be out of the question for sucli 
a successor 


"\\*hile they were still deliberating, 


the prime minister arrived at tha 
palace, and, on being informed of this 
by an attendant, tho king sent for 
him to join their conference. His dar- 
ing 
mind suggested 
a bolder ex- 


pedient. He had just learned'on his 
way through the park, of the birth of 
a boy to one of the royal lodge-keepers, 
and he now proposed that this child 
should be secretly taken from Its par- 
ents and substituted tor the royal 
Infant. 


"Incredible as 
It may seem to 


you—as It still seems to me—this 
monstrous scheme was adopted, the 
physician himself undertaking to carry 
it out. He took away the tiny princess, 
without being detected, gained admit- 
tance to the keeper's wife under the 
pretext of being sent by the king to 
offer his services, exchanged the in- 
'ants, and brought back the plebeian 
child to be reared in the palace as tho 
heir to the Netherlands and Luxem- 
burg. 


"Thus was this extraordinary plot 


carried out with the most complete suc- 
cess. The early death of the unhappy 
little daughter of tho royal house, 
from a congenital cause, seemed to 
condone tha king's treachery to his 
wife, and effectually stopped all fear 
of discovery. The king and his two 
accomplices preserved their secret, 
till the moment when a fit of rage led 
to the revelation of It to the poison 
most concerned." 


"And 
what did the prince of Orange 


do, when the king Informed him of 
all this?" I asked, as the ambassador 
made a long pause. 


"That Is the very question which I 


put to him on the occasion when he 
took mo into his confidence, lie re- 
plied. 


" 'My first feeling, on learning that 


I had no title to the position that I 
occupied, was one of sheer dismay. 
But this feeling deepened into one 
of fierce resentment as I realized 
what these men. this king and his 
ministers, had made of me. 1 was a 
living falsehood, the most colossal im- 
postor in the world, robbed ot my very 
manhood, and unable thenceforth to 
look my fellow creatures In the face, 


" 'If my adopted father had hoped 


to crush me by the disclosure of my 
true position, he must have been sadly 
disappointed. 
My first impulse was 


to reject the lying role he had thrust 
upon me, and to publicly renounce 
my borrowed rank. The first hint of 
such an intention was enough to 
bring him to reason 
For the first 


time some faint notion of the deadly 
injury he had done me appeared to 
penetrate his mind. In Ills humilia- 
tion, he condescended to imyloie me 
not to expose him In the eyes of 
Europe.1 


" 'I could not entirely resist these 


prayers. Had any other person than 
myself been the victim, I could not 
have withheld all sympathy from the 
scheme, which was Intended to baffle 
the enemies of Holland. As it was, 
the 
evil was now past mending. 


Miserable as my life had been In the 
oppressive atmosphere of a court, I 
had sense enough to know that it was 
too late In the day for me to accustom 
myself to the obscure poverty* of a 
peasant's life. I even forbore to aak 
the king for the names of my unknown 
parents. 


" 'Yet I could not face the prospect 


of continuing to play a part which I 
found so Intolerable. I discussed the 
matter with my father—as I have con- 
tiued to call him—and in the end It 
was decided that I should live abroad 
in a semi-private manner, a substan- 
tial pension being assigned to me on 
the condition that the secret of my 
birth was strictly kept. ' 


" 'Such I am, such is my career. You 


perceive In me a monster of the moral 
world, a creature to whom every virtu- 
ous and noble aspiration has been for- 
bidden before he was born, a wretch 
whose lite is a prolonged crime, and 
who will render the only atonement 
to society which Is in his power by 
hastening his progress to the grave.' " 


As the ambassador repeated these 


pathetic words of the prince, his voice 
shook. It was indeed necessary to be- 
lieve that his recollections had caused 
htm genuine emotion. 


"I endeavored to soothe this young 


man, so miserably situated, but with- 
out success. By this time dawn was 
approaching, and- he decided to return 
to his own residence, where he pressed 
me to visit him. To gratify him I 
consented, but' I did not fulfill my 
promise. 
With, every sentiment of 


pity for this 'Impostor In spite of him- 
self,' I did not care to associate with 
him; and, besides, his circle, you 
understand, was not one of thosa In 
which one gains reputation by mixing. 
And as shortly afterwards I entered 
upon the series of foreign employ- 
ments which have since filled my 
life, it so happened that we never 
met again." 


"When did the prince die?" I asked 


presently. 


"I think it was in the year of 1884," 


was the reply. "Queen Sylvia died six 
or eight years before that, thus ena- 
bling the king to marry again. But 
destiny seemed to have decided that 
Luxemburg could no longer belong to 
tha Netherlands, for tie only child 
of this second marriage was, as you 
know, a daughter, who is now the 
reigning queen." 


"The prince of Orange never mar- 


ried, did he?" 


"No. 
There was at one time- a 


rumor which connected his name with 
an English princess. But It came to 
nothing; and, of course, after the 
prince had learned his true position, 
he would no longer have entertained 
the idea of any such alliance. 


"King William himself died six years 


after his .adopted son, and the prime 
minister and the physician have long 
ago passed away. It is therefore alike 
impossible to prove or disprove the 
story of this extraordinary but useless 
crime. 
Nevertheless I shall always 


have the conviction that on that night 
which he spent in my rooms, 'Prince 
Citron' spolte for the first and last 
time the truth concerning his strange 
life."

I'ktrope yon 
will perceive, nestling 


Ger- 
many and Belgium, the little state of 
Luxemburg.

Luxemburg was united to the 
Dutch kingdom by a similar tie to that 
which 
formerly connected 
Hanover 


with Great Britain; that Is to say. 
William III of tho Netherlands was 
also (fraud Duke of Luxemburg.

ent In the two countries. I:i Holland the 
crcnvn was capable of being inherited 
by a female in the absence of direct 
male heirs, whereas in Luxemburg 
the Salic constitution prevailed, under 
which no female can ever Inherit. Con- 
sequently when William III died with- 
out leaving a son, the Grand Duchy 
was separated from tlie Netherlands, 
just as Ilanovor upcamr separated 
from your country on the accession 
of Queen Victoria. King William left 
a daughter who Inherited tho Dutch 
crown, 
while 
Luxemburg 
passed 


to the houso of Nassau.

of the two territories being maintained 
in the person of the young prince who 
had so strangely come beneath, my 
roof.

On this she goes forth 
to receive congratulations o£ her rela- 
tives and friends. It Is on this she is 
carried away by the- female relatives 
of, 'he bridegroom.

" 'Of my father—as I suppose I must 


continue to call him—King William, 
it is difficult for me to speak without 
appearing to give way to resentment. 
As a. patriot and a sovereign the in- 
dependence of the Netherlands is the 
thing dearest to his heart, and hence 
the strength of that hatred with which 
he has always regarded the threat- 
enirtg.. march of Germany. 
" 'The Germans covet the wealth 


of our people, our flourishing seaports, 
and our fine mercantile marine. Above 
all, they have cast hungry eyes upon 
our magnificent colonies In the East 
Indies."- In short, the rulers of that 
empire have fully made up their minds 
to annex the Netherlands at the first 
opportunity, and only the Influence of 
France and England restrains them 
from carrying out their intention, and 
reducing us to the condition of Schles- 
wig and Alsace. 
" 'The knowledge of these unscrup- 


ulous designs, which were not too 
well concealed 
by Von 
Bismarck, 


caused the greatest indignation to 
King William, who was In conse- 
quence especially anxious that Lux- 
emburg should not fall into German 
hands. 


•• 'I cannot fix the period at which 


I first became aware that, between my 
father and myself, there was none of 
that familiar affection which ought to 
prevail between child "and parent. This 
melancholy 
knowledge 
must 
have 


grown within me. 
Children do not 


analyze their sensations, but they are 
quick to perceive coldness and neglect, 
and they suffer in silence. It was with 
a singular bitterness that I used to 
listen to my instructors when they 
sought to inculcate in me the duty of 
filial affection. 
How often have I 


yearned as a child to lavish proofs 
of my regard on that proud and 'im- 
penetrable nature, and how often have 
I felt myself silently thrust back, and 
retired to my own apartments to weep 
In solitude. 
" 'At that age, you will admit, I 


could have done nothing to forfeit a 
father's love. 
Then, at all events, I 


had not been guilty of those follies 
and crimes which have since made my 
name a byword, and dragged me down

am right, am I not, in supposing you 
to bo a Republican?" 


His Excellency drew himself up, 


frowning, and replied with some form- 
ality: 


"You 
are right in supposing me to 


cherish feelings of loyalty 
towards 


those institutions which the French 
people has adopted, and which are 
suited to Its genius. 
But I am not 


a fanatic; and it appears to me that 
there are many nations which depend 
for their prosperity upon the monarch- 
ical system. 
But all this is beside 


the mark. In what I said to Alexander, 
It was simply my object to set him 
at his ease, and if you will reflect, 
you will see that I could not ^ have 
spoken otherwise than as I did." 


I felt that I had been let off lightly, 


and allowed him to proceed without 
further interruption. 


"Not to weary you w'th the details 


of our conversation, I succeeded more 
quickly than I could have hoped in 
winning the regard of my guest, and 
convincing him that I was sincere in 
my desire to serve him. But when I 
ventured to allude to the value which 
his life possessed for France, I was 
astonished to see a bitter smile cross 
his lips, and he male an impatient 
gesture which checked any words. 


"While all this was going forward, 


I observed that he relapsed from time 
to time Into fits of abstraction, during 
which he would study my face as if 
hesitating whether to address to me 
some important communication. I care- 
fully refrained on my part from any 
clumsy overture, and contented my- 
self with talking in a, cheerful strain 
about the ordinary topics of the day. 
Finally he spoke. 
" 'M. le Baron," he said, in deliberate 


tones, 'your conduct tonight has made 
me desire greatly to possess your 
friendship. If you feel enoxigh Interest 
in me to care to hear the secret of 
my miserable career, I should like to 
tell to you that story which I have 
never yet confided to a single crea- 
ture. I merely ask that what I am 
about to say €b you shall not be re- 
peated so long as my father and I are 
alive.'

"I hastened to give the required 


assurances, which Alexander received 
with melancholy indifference. 
" 'From your offleial connections,' 


he began, 'you are no doubt a\vare of 
the state of things as regards the 
Luxemburg succession.' 


•• 'Certainly, M. le Prince,' I replied. 


to the 'depth which you have wit- 
nessed.' 


"As he spoke these words the young 


man cast at mo an appealing look, 
and I asked you to believe that I was 
not unmoved. 
Yet I -was still far 


froir anticipating to what this pitiful 
relation tended. 


" 'As I grew older,' proceeded Alex- 


ander, 'I ceased to torment myself with 
the vain idea of conquering my father's 
regard. As a result, I became indiffer- 
ent to his good opinion, and finally 
embittered against him and against 
my circumstances. I cursed the evil 
fortune which had separated me from 
the common lot of^my- fellow crea- 
tures, and while crushing me with 
the pomp and state of royalty, had 
deprived me of far more precious 
possessions. It was not long before 
the restraints imposed upon me by 
my high rank galled me to an unbear- 
able degree. 


" 'It became my favorite resource 


to elude the -vrotchfolness of my at- 
tendants, to quit th« palace in dis- 
guise, and to seek adventures in the 
streets of the Hague, or on the beach 
of Scheveningen. At such moments 
I could forget that I was a prince, 
and revel in the freedom which is 
so dear to boys. 


" 'When the news of these escapades 


reached the king, his frigid demeanor 
towards me was exchanged for anger. 
He reproached me in bitter terms for 
what he called my low and unprincely 
tastes, and ordered my governor to 
maintain over me a guard more suited 
to a prisoner than a youth of royal 
blood. This governor, faithful to his 
instructions^ was never tired of lectur- 
ing me on the duties of my station 
and remonstrating with me on my un- 
worthy inclinations. 


" 'The only result of this was to 


confirm me in my own bent. 
The 


Bohemian instinct was top strongly 
planted in my nature for them to root 
it out. I loathed the strictness of 
court life more and more, and as soon 
as I felt myself old e»ough, I defied 
the restraints which had been imposed 
on me, and sought companions out- 
side the palace. Many of these were 
in a humble class of life, young artists, 
struggling journalists, and even sailors 
and fishermen, with-.all of whom I frat- 
ernized, and in whose society I loungec 
away the hours in taverns, or made 
long excursions by land and sea. You 
are perhaps aware that I hold the rank 


of captain in the Dutch navy, the only 
distinction which I prize.' 


"I listened to this confession with 


amazement, merely bowing from time 
to time to show that 1 comprehended 
what my companion was saying. That 
the prince had indulged in bad habits 
[ was well aware, but that he should 
aave stooped to the society of persons 
so much bis inferiors, came to me 
as a shock. 
1 fancied he observed 


my consternation, for he remarked: 


" 'You see 1 conceal nothing from 


you. M. le Baron. 1 rely on your kind 
heart, when you have heard me to the 
end, to extend to me what sympathy 
you can. 
From my father I received 


none. 
His anger was redoubled, on 


the contrary. He sent for me time after 
time, told me I was disgracing my 
rank, and asked me whether I should 
prefer the station of a peasant to that 
of a prince. 
" 'On one occasion, stung by these 


taunts, I boldly answered that I should, 
since in that case I might havo a 
father who cared for me. 
1 was 


startled by the effect which this re- 
poach produced on him. 
He turned 


pale, stammered out some unintelligi- 
ble words, and then signed to me to 
leave him alone. 
" ''This state of things could not 


last. Why should I seek to excuse my- 
self? 
Neglected by those who ought 


to have watched over my childhood, 
outraged in the tenderest part of my 
nature, I will admit to you that I did 
become hardened and depraved. 
I 


took to play, and plunged heavily into 
debt; I drank, and in short I indulged 
in dissipations which speedily became 
a public scandal. 
" 'One day affairs came to a crisis. 


The king had sent for me to confront 
me with the claims of certain credi- 
tors who had sent In their accounts 
to him, and insolently demanded paj-- 
ment. 
I was not in the palace; a 


search was made for me, and they 
discovered me In the parlor of a tavern 
in a disreputable quarter of the city. 
1 was even slightly intoxicated, and 
in this state they brought me before 
William III, one of tbe most decorous 
of men. 
" 'His language quickly restored me 


to my senses. 
As soon as we were 


alone together, he used to me expres- 
sions so degrading that I exclaimed 
indignantly: 
•" "Remember, sire, that I am of the 


race of Orange equally with rourself." 


You are nothing of the sort!" 


he retorted fiercely, and then suddenly- 
checked himself, and trembled all over 
like a man who has just committed 
a desperate deed, and realizes the 
consequences when it is too late. 


" 'It would be idle to describe tbe 


shock which was caused to me by 
these words. As soon as I could col- 
lect myself sufficiently to speak, I in- 
sisted on an explanation. Whether be 
saw that he had gone too far to draw 
back, or whether lie hoped that the 
knowledge of the truth would work a 
change in my future conduct, lie gave 
way, 
and revealed to me tho terrible 


secret which has blasted my life.' 


"This secret," continued the ambas- 


sador after a moment's pause, ••which 
I learned on tbat night from the lips 
of 'Prince Citron,' I have never com- 
municated to a human being. Though 
the death of William III many years 
ago released me from my pledge, I 
have felt that it was too grave a mat- 
ter to be spread 
abroad. 
There 


can be no longer any object in giving 
you the prince's own words; I will 
therefore briefly tell you tbe facts as 
I ascertained them from him at this 
time. At a subsequent period I was at 
the court of the Hague, which was 
then thrown into profound excitement 
over the celebrated affair of the Ruby 
of Bhurani—a story which you must 
ask me to relate to you at another 
time. I then made a guarded attempt 
to approach King William himself, and 
sound him on the subject, but he was 
too cautious to allow me to see that 
he understood my hints. 


"It is necessary to recall the inter- 


ests which turned on the birth of an 
heir to the king, In order to prepare 
yourself for what took place. It was 
in the year 1851 that the people of the 
Netherlands were agitated by the In- 
telligence tbat Queen Sophia, who had 
heen married to William III for twelve 
years was about to give birth to a 
child.' It was felt that if this child 
should prove to be "a boy, the long- 
vexed question of Luxemburg would 
be set at rest, and hence the anxiety 
which prevailed. 


"The king himself, as you will gather 


from what I have already repeated, 
was not less concerned than his sub- 
jects. In short, the queen's bedside 
became th center of the most terrible 
suspense. The king could hardly be 
induced to leave her for a moment, 
the chief physician of the court took 
up his residence in the palace, and 
the prime minister was constantly in 
attendance. 


"In spite of every precaution, how- 


ever, the birth took place prematurely 
at an unexpected moment, when only 
the physician and a single nurse were 
present in the royal chamber. The 
doctor, a man of great resolution, in- 
stantly dispatched the woman to in- 
form the king that he was a father, 
and to request him to come immediate- 
ly to the spot. 


"His Majesty, who was in an ad- 


joining room, hastily obeyed the sum- 
mons, and the physician, shutting 
the nurse into another apartment, 
broke to him the fearful intelligence 
that the child just born was of the 
feminine sex, while, owing to the un- 
happy circumstances of the case, it 
was impossible that the queen could 
ever again become a mother. 


"The 
dilemma in. which William 
in now found himself was indeed a 
desperate one. 
This girl, .his only 


child, must clearly succeed to the 
throne of the Netherlands. As clearly, 
she could never occupy that of Luxem- 
burg. In order to secure the Grand 
Duchy it was necessary that King 
William III should have a son; the 
possibility of his having one had now 
practically disappeared. 
"In his extremity the unfortunate 


king even sounded the physician as to 
the prospect of life for his queen, 
to whom be was much attached. But 
the reply was to the effect that her 
majesty would certainly .recover, and 
might very likely outlive her husband. 
The next.idea that presented itself 
to him was to declare the new-born 
child a boy, and to bring her up in 


that character. 
But 
the- physician , 


pointed out that such a course be- 
side being fraught with peril, would 
only put off the evil day for another . 
generation, as marriage and offspring 
would be ont of the question for such 
a successor. 
j 


"\\*hil<? they were still deliberating, j 


the prime minister arrived at 
the i 


palace, and. on being informed of this 
by an attendant, the king sent for 
him to Join their conference. His dar- 
ing 
mind 
suggested 
a bolder ex- 


pedient. He had Just learned,'on his 
way through the park, of the birth of 
a boy to one of tbe royal lodge-keepers, 
and he now proposed tbat this child 
should be secretly taken from its par- 
ents and substituted for the royal 
infant. 


"Incredible as 
It may seem 
to 


you—as it still seems to me—this 
monstrous scheme was adopted, the 
physician himself undertaking to carry 
it out. He took away the tiny princess, 
without being detected, gained admit- 
tance to the keeper's wife under the 
pretext of being sent by the king to 
offer his service's, exchanged tho In- 
fants, and brought back the plebeian 
child to be reared In the palace as tho 
heir to tho Netherlands and Luxem- 
burg. 


"Thus was this extraordinary plot 


carried out with the most complete suc- 
cess. The early death of the unhappy 
little daughter of the royal house, 
from a congenital cause, seemed to 
condone tho king's treachery to his 
wife, and effectually stopped all fear 
of discovery. 
The king and Ills two 


accomplices preserved their secret, 
till the moment when a fit of rage led 
to the revelation of It to tlu> person 
most concerned." 


"And 
what did tho prince of Orange 


do, when the king Informed him of 
all this?" I asked, as tho ambassador 
made a long pause. 


"Tbat is the very question which I 


put to him on the occasion when he 
took me into his confidence. 
Ho re- 


plied: 
" 'My first feeling, on learning that 


I had no title to the position that I 
occupied, was one of cheer dismay. 
But this feeling deepened into one 
of fierce resentment as I realized 
what these men. tills king and bis 
ministers, had made of mo. 
I was a 


living falsehood, the most colossal im- 
postor in the world, robbed of my very 
manhood, and unable, thenceforth to 
look my follow creatures i:i the face. 


" 'If my adopted father had hoped 


to crush mo by the disclosure of my 
true position, he must have been sadly 
disappointed. 
My first impulse was 


to reject the lying role he hail thrust 
upon me. and to publicly renounce 
my borrowed rank. The Ural hint of 
such an intention was enough to 
bring him to reason. 
For the first 


time some faint notion of tint deadly 
injury lie bad done me appeared to 
penetrate his mind. 
In his humilia- 


tion, he condescended to implore mo 
not to expose him in the eyes of 
Europe.' 
" 'I could not entirely resist these 


prayers. Had any other person than 
myself been the victim, I could not 
have withheld all sympathy from the 
scheme, which was intended to baffle 
the enemies of Holland. 
As it was, 


the 
evil was now past 
mending. 


Miserable as my life had been In the 
oppressive atmosphere of a court, I 
had sense enough to know that It was 
too late in the day for mo to accustom 
myself to tbe obscure poverty' of a 
peasant's life. I even forbore to ask 
the king for the names of my unknown 
parents. 
" 'Yet I could not face the prospect 


of continuing to play a part which I 
found so Intolerable. 
I discussed the 


matter with my father—as I have con- 
tiued to call him—and in the end It 
was decided that I should live abroad 
in a semi-private manner, a substan- 
tial pension being assigned to me on 
the condition that the secret of my 
birth was strictly kept. 
" 'Such I am, such is my career. You 


perceive in me a monster of the moral 
world, a creature to whom every virtu- 
ous and noble aspiration has been for- 
bidden before he was born, a wretch 
whose life is a prolonged crime, and 
who will render the only atonement 
to society which is in his power by 
hastening his progress to the grave.' " 


As the ambassador repeated these 


pathetic words of the prince, his voice 
shook. It was Indeed necessary to be- 
lieve tbat his recollections had caused 
him genuine emotion. 


"I endeavored to soothe this young 


man, so miserably situated, but with- 
out success. By this time dawn was 
approaching, and- he decided to return 
to his own residence, where he pressed 
me to visit him. 
To gratify him I 


consented, but' I did not fulfill my 
promise. 
With every sentiment of 


pity for this 'impostor in spite of him- 
self,' I did not care to associate with 
him; 
and, besides, his circle, you 


understand, was not one of those in 
which one gains reputation by mixing. 
And as shortly afterwards I entered 
upon the series of foreign employ- 
ments which have since filled my 
life, it so happened that we never 
met again." 
"When did the prince die?" I asked 


presently. 
"I think it was in the year of 1884.' 


was the reply. "Queen Sylvia died six 
or eight years before that, thus ena- 
bling the king to marry again. But 
destiny seemed to have decided that 
Luxemburg could no longer belong to 
the Netherlands, for the only child 
of this second marriage was, as you 
know, a daughter, who is now the 
reigning queen." 
"The prince of Orange never mar- 


ried, did he?" 
"No. 
There was at one time- a 


rumor which connected his name with 
an English princess. 
But it came to 


nothing; and, of course, after 
the 


prince had learned his true position, 
he would no longer have entertained 
the idea of any such alliance. 


"King William himself died six yean 


after his adopted son, and the prime 
minister and the physician have long 
ago passed away. It is therefore alike 
impossible to prove or disprove the 
story of this extraordinary but useless 
crime 
Nevertheless I shall always 


have the conviction that on that night 
which he spent In my rooms, 'Prince 
Citron' spdke for the first and last 
time the truth concerning his strange 
life."

Motion to Reconsider Tax Commission 


Change May Result in Reversing 


the House Action on 


the Bill. 


Madison, June 23, 1915. 


Important administration bills are 


up for a hearing in both houses of the 
legislature. The assembly has the new 
tax' commission bill. The senate has 
the new board of agriculture bill and 
new conservation commission bill. In 
addition that house has the new state 
board of public welfare bill on the 
calendar. 


The tax commission bill will come 


up in the assembly on a motion to re- 
consider the vote by which the hill 
was indefinitely postponed. 
The ad- 


ministration men in the assembly felt 
confident of reversing the house action 
on the bill. 
If this is done the plan 


is to amend the bill and puss it. 


Unanimous Consent Required. 


To amend the bill when on for final 


passage requires unanimous consent 
or a suspension of the rules. The last 
requires a two-thirds vote The assem- 
bly leaders, however, feel that they 
will he able to control the situation, 
whatever form it takes. 


There will he a hard fight in the 


senate on three administration bills 
there. It was felt that the senate will 
send the agricultural and conservation 
hills to third reading. It is admitted 
that the light on the bill providing a 
state board of public welfare will be 
harder than on the two other bills,, but 
the administration men believe they 
will be able to secure favorable con- 
sideration for this measure. 


Ask $20,000 State Aid. 


The senate, after considerable dis- 


cussion, laid over the Fairchild bill 
appropriating $20,000 to the city of 
Milwaukee as state aid for continua- 
tion schools. 


The senate passed a bill appropriat- 


ing $8,000 for the maintenance and 
equipment of the state camp for tuber- 
cular patients at Tomahawk Lake. The 
senate concurred in the assembly bills 
providing that school districts shall be 
entitled to participate in state aid for 
common schools, notwithstanding they 
have failed to pay minimum wages to 
teachers, as required by law, and the 
Hager bill, appropriating to State In- 
surance Commissioner H. L. Ekern 
money as a refund on an excessive 
amount paid into the state treasury 
as insurance license fee. 


The senate committee on finance In- 


troduced 
a new bill appropriating 


$100,000 to the state board of control 
for installation of automatic sprinkler 
systems in the state hospitals for the 
insane at Mendota and Oshkosh and 
for state institutions, as a protection 
against fire. 


Boxing Appropriation Wins. 


The boxing commission bill, carry- 


Ing an appropriation of $3,700, was or- 
dered engrossed by the assembly. As- 
semblyman Prescott offered an amend,- 
ment cutting the appropriation from 
$3,700 to $2,000. 
He said the secre- 


tary's salary was too much. Assembly- 
man Spoor stood for the appropriation. 


moved a reconsideration of the vote 
by which the assembly advanced the 
hanking bill which allows banks to pay 
their taxes on an income tax basis 
of 10 per cent. The joint committee on 
finance has recommended for passage 
the Nye bill for the state assessment 
of elevators and railroad terminals, the 
amount collected in taxes, however, to 
be turned over to the locality. 


Wants $50,000 for Hog Cholera. 
A bill appropriating $50,000 to re- 


gents of the university for erection of 
a building for manufacture 
of 
hog 


cholera serum for free distribution to 
farmers was introduced in the senate 
by Senator Bosshard of La Crosse. It 
•was referred to a committee. 


The Van Gordon bill, creating a 


state central board of education to 
manage the state university, state 
normal schools, Stout institute and 
state mining school, was 
received 


from the assembly, which passed it 
last week and referred it to the com- 
mittee on finance. 


Amend Age of Consent Bill. 
' 


On motion of Senator Monk his bill 


relating to the age of consent of fe- 
males was amended so as to correct 
an error in the bill, making the age 
of consent 16 instead of IS years.The 
law at present fixes the age of consent 
at 14 years. 


Bill No. 578S, authorizing com- 


mon councils oi cities and trustees of 
towns and villages to issue negotiable 
mortgage certificates 
for improve- 


ments of municipal light, power and 
water plants, was recalled by resolu- 
tion from the governor for a. slight 
amendment in phraseology. 


The assembly passed the bill relat- 


ing to shipment of rabbits and con- 
curred in a measure by Senator Whit- 
man, conferring civil and criminal 
jurisdiction on the County court of 
Iowa county; also the bill by Senator 
BenneW, relating to the power of vil- 
lage boards in cases of emergency. 


The 
assembly 
nonconcurred 
in 


577S. relating to insanitary condi- 
tions in the manufacture of dairy 
products, and the bill by Senator Ev- 
erett relating to board of park com- 
missioners in all cities except cities 
of first class 


Lowly Clam Gets Aid. 


The assembly killed the Ackley bill, 


providing for the licensing of bonded 
public warehouse men. 


It passed the Krembs bill, creating 


tribunals of conciliation; and concur- 
red in the Glenn bill, authorizing the 
board of trustees of the state teachers' 
retirement fund to raise the salary of 
its secretary from $1,200 to $1,SOO; the 
Glenn bill, providing for the conserva- 
tion of clams and other mussels in the 
Mississippi river and tributaries, and 
the Bennett bill, empowering village 
boards to "borrow money for temporary 
purposes. 


The assembly, by a vote of 49 to 35. 


killed the Grell bill, authorizing the 
manufacture in Wisconsin of cheese 
from skimmed milk. 
It was argued 


in favor of the bill that a large quanti- 
ty of skimmed milk, containing much 
food value, was annually wasted in 
this state. Opponents of the bill as- 
serted that the manufacture of skim- 
med milk cheese would greatly injure 
the business of making

Jurist, Prominent In Southern Wlscon- 


sin Half a Century, Succumbs 


to Stroke, 


Kenosha.—Judge E. 0. Hand of Ra- 


cine, prominent among members oi 
the bench and bar of southern Wiscon- 
sin for nearly half a century, died at 
Pennoyer sanitorium here at the age 
of 84 years. 


Elbert Osborne Hand was born at 


Newlebanon, N. y., Nov. 29, 1830. He 
was a son ot John S. Hand. He was 
one ot the original "Forty Niners" and 
drove an ox team across the plains 
of California in 1849. He returned to 
Wisconsin by the Panama route in 
1853 and In the next year he entered 
the University 
of Wisconsin, from 


which hp was graduated In 1S59. Later 
he graduated from the law school at 
Albany, N. Y. 


He began the practice of law in Ra- 


cine in 1861. In 1S68 lie was appointed 
county judge by Gov. Schoflold, and he 
was re-elected three successive terms. 
He also served Racine county as dis- 
trict attorney. 


Judge Hand was a democrat and 


had been a party leader in this section 
of the state. 
He is survived by one 


son, B 13. Hand, and by two daughters, 
Mrs. Charles R. Carpenter and Mrs. W. 
F. McGregor of Racine. 


The death or Judge Hand resulted 


from a stroke of paralysis.

TO MAKE A ROAD 


DRY AND KEEP IT SO 


(By the American Highway Ass'n.) 


Water plus clay, or ordinary earth, 


when mixed, invariably makes mud. 
Oa ordinary earth roads the rains 
ur.d melting snow furnishes the water 
and the passing traffic the mixing, 
and the result Is muddy roads. Take 
away the water or prevent it from 
mixing with the clay or earth on the 


• road surface and little or no mud will 


result. 
In other words, keep your 


road dry if you wish it to remain hard 
smooth and free from mud. 


Except In very sandy and arid re- 


gions, good uralnage is the cardinal 
principle in the maintenance of earth 
and gravel roads. 
Get the water 


away from the road as quickly and 
completely as possible. Water natur- 
ally seeks the lowest level. You can- 
not keep the water from falling on 
the road, but you can assist its nat- 
ural Inclination to get away to a low- 
t-r level. Keep the ruts filled and the 
roads crowned with a slope toward 
the side ditches of from three-fourths 
to one Inch to the foot, and the water 
will not collect on the road to s'oak 
In and be mixed to mud by passing 
traffic. 
Keep the side ditches clean 


and with frequent outlets to get the 
water away from the road entirely. 
Uo not let the culverts clog up or 
Hiittrriiil accumulate In the ditches 
and hold back pools o'. water to 
soak into and .soften the foundation 
of your road 
\Wter is an enemy 


that will run a w a y 11 you give It a 
chance. 
Uo riul neglect to give it 


every chance 
11 w i l l pay and pay 


>ou well. 


Like most other enemies, water Is 


not very destructive or dangerous 
until it collects In force. Therefore. 
Kt-t the water away from your road 
at every available opportunity and 
before It has time lo col'ect In sutti- 
rent volume lo be dangerous to the 
road, and do not Invite certain dis- 
aster by making your culverts too 
•mall to care I'oi the largest possible 
utorm. 
Furthermore, build the cul- 


verts so that the water will, of nec- 
essity flow thru them and not around 
or beneath them. 
Properly designed 


substantial wing and end walls are 
the I'ortllication that protect the cul- 
verts from attack and destruction 
during .severe storms. 
Do not build 


dry weather culverts; 
build them 


with a view of caring and protecting 
the road during the worst possible 
: terms. 


Make your road dry, build it hard 


and compact with a crown sufficient 
to '-bed water rapidly to the side 
Hitches with siitlicient culvert and 
drains. To keep your road dry main- 
tain the drainage In good condition. 
Drat; your roads after each rain; 
dragging smooth Ihv surface, (Ills In 
the nits and maintains the crown. 
On a road which has been properly 
dragged the rain finds no place to 
collect and soak Into and soften the 
surface. 
Unless the rain Is of long 


duration the surface is softened but 
very little. 
A soon as the rain has 


evaded and the road surface has dried 
so that the clay is not sticky, but 
while It Is still plastic, drag the road 
again. 
Any depression or ruta which 


have been formed during and after 
the rain are filled, and the surface 
smoothed up and plastered over with 
a thin plaster of clay or earth which 
packs and becomes very hard under 
passing traffic. 
Therefore, In order 


to make and keep your road dry. 
first provide for good drainage and 
then maintain the good drainage by 
systematic dragging after each rain. 
Diligent attention to these points will 
in general, Insure an earth road fairly 
passable at all times and very good 
most of the time.

It may be difficult to formuL'te :i 


compulsory dragging law IhiH will 
not have its objectionable points— 
for some portions of the road may 
need a lot of dragging ami some but 
little, yet if It requires all toad* to 
be dragged It will help the situation. 


If such a law required the pur- 


chase and use of a minimum number 
of drags in each township, according 
lo its mileage, it would probably 
result in their being used in the,.bud 
places, and legislation could be stop- 
ped at approximately that point. (>r- 
lalnly something should 
be done 


along this line.

r.U'SKS THK WOMKN TO 


DO THE ROUGH WORK. 


London.—Owing to the war women 


are taking up many odd callings to 
make up for the shortage ot men, but 
in the country women have always 
done what lies nearest to their hand. 


In the village the butcher, the 


baker, the candlestick" maker, may 
all be women, and there is at least 
one small town in Devon in which 
women form the chief business ele- 
ment. The principal hotel Is run by 
a woman and her daughter; a woman 
deftly cuts the joints and orders her 
son about. 


A bakeress bakes the nicest bread, 


and her daughter trudges far into 
the country with two baskets slung 
on her back, a picturesque figure of 
the female worker. The wine merch- 
ant is a woman who worked up a nice 
little business, while the 
chemist's 


shop Is owned by a woman, to say 
nothing of the trades which are to be 
found everywhere, sweetstuffs shops, 
fancy shops and the line. 


France being a country where uni- 


versal service Is the rule, Is nowadays 
depending largely on the work of 
women, but even in the time of 
peace there were many places where 
they were the chief citizens. 
At 


Froissy, in the department of Oise, 
most of the public appointments are 
held by women and «'ill be until their 
present owners die. 


There is a postmistress Instead of 


a postmaster, the telegraph depart- 
ment is run by a women; a station 
mistress directs the porters at the 
local station; a lady barber cuts the 
hajr of the community, and the town 
crier also tacks "ess" on to the name 
of her calling. 


In most cases these posts were held 


hy husbands or brothers, and the 
village considered their female re- 
latives their legitimate successors. 
This is also partly the, case In the 
English town mentioned, altho In 
some cases daughters have succeeded 
mothers to the general satisfaction. 


Another French community is also 


directed by women, not by chance, 
but by custom and necessity. This 
is the rocky island of Ushant, dread- 
ed by sailors, which breeds a hardy 
race of seamen engaged either in the 
French navy or In the mercantile, 
marine or In tishlng, the work on 
land being done by women. 


In Russia a community of seven 


villages with long names Is entirely 
ruled by women. 
Each village pos- 


sesses a mayoress, and the.offlces of 
magristrate and policeman and post- 
master—in fact, every adminstratlve 
post—are also filled by the gentler 
sex. 
Some fifty years ago a bad epi- 


demic occurred, and the men made 
such a muddle o( affairs and befcaved 
so badly that the women took, over 
the government to save- themselves 
from starvation. So successful were 
they that they have continued-to 
direct affairs ever since.

REDUCING EXPENSE 


OF FIRE PROTECTION 


The Applcton Post recently pub- 


HUifcd an art de on the subject of 
fires and- tire losses In the United 
State,, and especially In the state of 
Wisconsin. It Is a good article, and 
while rather too long to be repro- 
duced heie In full, It is nevertheless 
something that should be read by 
every man In the country, no mat- 
ter whether he happens to own a bull- 
ding of his own, or if he happens to 
be working for a man who does own 
a building. 
The article in part, is 


as follows' 


"As, everybody knows, one of the 


worst waste in the country comps 
Ironi fires. 
The annual loss from 


(ire-. In the United States is generally 
stated to be about $225,000,000. Ev- 
ery once in awhile a great conflagra- 
tion occurs, when home city or a con- 
siderable portion of it, is destroyed, 
perhaps with loss of life, and inevi- 
tably with tremendous financial hard- 
ship from Interruption ot business 
In addition to the direct losses by 
lire. 


When a lire loss is covered by in- 


surance that does not mean that 
I here Is no loss. 
It merely means 


that the loss of property, to the own- 
er is made up from a fund towhich a 
large number of (iroperty owners 
contribute. This fund or insurance is 
desirable and necessary, nevertheless 
II N a very expensive thing. Much 
more money is paid in in Insurance 
premiums than is paid out again to 
compensate lor losses. 
During the 


past ten years Wisconsin as a whole 
has recened back from the Insurance 
companies only $100 for every $234 
paid In to the companies as premiums 
and in some cities the sum received 
back has not exceeded 10 per cent of 
the amount paid in. 


Why premiums so greatly excedd 


losses is not material to this discuss- 
ion. The tact alone suffices. 
And to 


the direct losses by fires, and dispro- 
portionate insurance cost, In estimat- 
ing the total waste, should be added 
the losses'due to Interruption of bus- 
iness by llres, and the upkeep of ex- 
pensive lire departments in eVery 
community. The aggregate of these 
things, for the United States, for Wis- 
consin, or lor any separate communi- 
ty mount! up to little less than appal- 
ing figures 


II it were possible would it not be 


di'slrable to save .1 large proportion 
oi this waste? 


The congested parts of our cities 


could be made conflagration and fire 
proof 
immediately. 
A 
complete 


sprinkler equipment will do this for 
an enliie city district the same as it 
now does this for an entire mercan- 
tile or manufacturing plant. 
The 


"hole cost is ordinarily repaid from 
lire reductions in the Insurance pre- 
miums during four lo eight years. An 
Invest men I would be considered good 
anywhere that pays for Itself in this 
time and yields an equal profit every 
year afterward. 


There is no financial, physical or 


engineering reason why tlils^ should 
not be done. 
Every interest of the 


property owner makes It desirable. 
There are two reasons why It has not 
been done. One is indifference and 
lack of Information on the subject on 
the part of property owners and the 
public. 
The other is the perhaps 


largely 
unconscious opposition of 


those who handle the large Insurance 
premiums which would be cut to one 
half or one fourth, or even less, hy 
such a change. 


What sprinklers have done for the 


paper mills in the vicinity of Apple- 
ton is used as an Illustration of what 
they would do for the cities In gen- 
eral. Many years ago paper mill fires 
were numerous and many of them to- 
tally destroyed the property. During 
the last ten years or more during 
which the paper mills almost univer- 
sally have been sprinkled, paper mill 
fires have been almost negligible. 


Such sprinkler equipment should 


cover the ent're congested district of 
a city. If no fire can get a start there 
will be no considerable losses and no 
conflagrations. The city of Milwau- 
kee could spend money to no better 
advantage than for a thoro investi- 
gation of this problem by the most 
competent engineers obtainable. The 
cost of one such Investigation would 
be trifling when compared to the an- 
nual amount of nearly $750,000 now 
spent for fire department, over $2,- 
000,000 paid for fire insurance pre- 
mium;, and 'the inconveniences and 
loss of life and property involved in 
an annual $1,000,000 fire loss. 


What is true,of Milwaukee is true 


of the other cities of the state and 
United States. 
And, as Commission- 


er Eckern says, all that Is necessary 
to bring about the sprinklering of the 
cities of this country is a thoro under- 
standing on the part of property own- 
ers and the public of its practicabil- 
ity and advantages, and the time will 
come when the property owner who 
fails to avail h'mself of recognized 
protection against fire must answer 
to his neighbor in damages for fire 
spreading from his property.

Ki-o'lsisy, in llie department of Oiso, 
most of the public appointments are 
held by women and "ill be until their 
present owners die. 
There Is a postmistress Instead of 


a postmaster, the telegraph depart- 
ment Is run by u women; a station 
mistress directs the porters at the 
local station; a lady barber cuts the 
liuJr of the community, and the town 
crier ul:io tacks "ess" on to the name 
of lier calling. 


In most cases these pusts were held 


by husbands or brothers', and the 
village considered their female re- 
latives their legitimate 
successors.

post—arc also tilled by the gentler 
sex. Some tUty years ago a bad epi- 
demic occurred, aud the men made 
such a muddle of affairs and beftavod 
so badly that tho women took over 
the government to save themselves 
from starvation.

they that they have continued to 
direct affairs ever since.

It is a good article, and 


while- rather too long to be repro- 
duced here In full, it is nevertheless 
something that should be read by 
every man In the country, no mat- 
tor whether he happens to own a buil- 
ding of his own, or if he happens to 
lii-- working for a man who does own 
a building.

Why premiums so greatly excedd 


losses IK not. material to this discuss- 
ion. 
The fuel alone suilices. And to 


Hit! direct: losses by fires, and dispro- 
portionate insurance cost, In estimat- 
ion the total waste, should be added 
the losses ilu« to interruption of bus- 
iness by (ires, arid the upkeep of ex- 
pensive lire departments In iiVery 
i - o r i u i : t i n i t y . The aggregate of these 
t h i n g s Tor tin; United States, for Wis- 
consin, or for any separate communi- 
ty rnoiins up to little less than appal- 
iiii; liguri'S 


If it were possible would it not be 


desirable to save a large proportion 
of this wasie? 
The congested parts of our cities 


,-ould be made conflagration and fire 
proof 
immediately. 
A 
complete 


sprinkler equipment will do this for 
an i-ntln; city district the same as it 
now flues this for an entire mercan- 
tile or m a n u f a c t u r i n g plant. 
The 


"hole cost is ordinarily repaid from 
Hit; reductions in the insurance pre- 
m i u m s d u r i n g four lo eight years. An 
investment would be considered good 
aiiywliert- that pays for itself In this 
time and yields an ociual profit every 
year afterward. 
Then; is no financial, physical or 


engineering reason why thls^ should 
not be done. 
Kvery Interest of the 


property owner makes It desirable. 
There are two reasons why It has not 
been done. 
One is indifference and 


hick of information on the subject on 
the part, of property owners and the 
public. 
The other is the perhaps 


largely 
unconscious opposition of 


those'who handle the large insurance 
premiums which would be cut to one 
haif or one fourth, or even less, by 
such a change. 
What sprinklers have done for the 


paper mills in the vicinity of Apple- 
ton is used as an illustration of what 
they would do for the cities in gen- 
eral. .Many years ago paper mill fires 
were numerous and many of them to- 
tally destroyed the property. During 
the last ten years or more during 
which the paper mills almost univer- 
sally have been sprinkled, paper mill 
fires have been almost negligible. 


Such sprinkler equipment should 


cover the ent're congested district or 
a city. If no lire can get a start there 
will be no considerable losses and no 
conflagrations. 
The city of Milwau- 


kee could spend money to no better 
advantage than for a tnoro investi- 
gation of this problem by the most 
competent engineers obtainable. The 
cost of one such investigation would 
be trilling when compared to the an- 
nual amount of nearly $750,000 now 
spent for lire department, over ?2,- 
OOO'.OOO paid for fire insurance pre- 
miums, and -the Inconveniences and 
loss of life and property involved in 
an annual §1,000,000 fire loss. 


What is true of Milwaukee is true 


of the other cities of the state and 
United States. 
And, as Commission- 


er Eckern says, all that Is necessary 
to bring about the sprlnklering of the 
cities of this country is a thoro under- 
standing on the part of property own- 
ers and the public of its practicabil- 
ity and advantages, and the time will 
come when the property owner who 
fails to avail h'mself of recognized 
protection against lire must answer 
to his neighbor In damages for fire 
spreading from his property.
